PORTUGAL'S CRISIS.,
The Trouble With England Causes the

Cabinet to Resign.
Lwbos. Jan. 13..The cabinet has resigned.

Senor Pimental, the liberal conservative
leader, voted with the miuority at the meeting
of the council when tbe demands of England
were acceded to. The minority were
in favor of evacuating the Shire
district, but opposed the other
demand* made by England unless that country
submitted the dispute to arbitration forthwith.
Ihere is much excitement in the city. Crowds
paraded the streets last night crying "Viva
Pinto" and -'Viva Portugal."

GOV. CAMPBELL INAUGURATED.

Speaks Out Plainly in Favor of the
Australian Ballot.

CoLmBrs. Ohio, Jan. 13..Governor-elect J.
E. Campbell took the oath of office today at
noon. His message to the general assembly is
comparatively brief and touches upon a num¬
ber of subject of state and local interest. He
recommends that home rule be restored
to all the cities as speedily as possible,
and enters into detail as to the needs
at Cincinnati. He strongly commends
the system of ballot reform, commonly called
the Australian system, and sketches briefly the
successes with which it has met in other coun-
tried and states. The argument that it would
be a hardship to illiterate voters is substan¬
tially answered and the conclusion reached
that public sentiment is not educated to the
point and any attempt to enact such a law now
would prove "futile.
On the question of cheaper school books the

governor says: "Popular education is the
foundation of freedom and prosperity. Knowl¬
edge should be furnished at the lowest possi¬
ble cost. The state builds school houses, pro¬
vides teachers and controls every detail of
education save the furnishing of books. Is
there any sound reason why it should not as¬
sume this function also? Recent experience in
tbe state of Indiana shows ostensibly that
school books equal those in use here are de¬
livered to the children of that state at 35 to 50
per cent of their former cost. Other states
have tried the experiment with apparent suc¬
cess. It seems to be an assured fact that
school books can be furnished either by
direct publication by the state or by con¬
tract on behalf of the state at less than
present prices. It is not necessary
to inveigh against cnpital for monopolizing
this form of publication. It is sufficient to as¬
certain whether books can be furnished more
cheaply by the state without involving it in
material expense or liability. If this can be
proven then it becomes your duty to cheapen
school books.
He favors the abolition of tbe office of com¬

missioner of railroads and telegraphs and
thinks the duties could be better performed by
a railroad commission, provided there is any
necessity for the state supervision of railroads.
The message in speaking of the military sug¬
gests erecting a permanent encampment with
all suitable conveniences for a post of instruc¬
tion.

A THEORY OF PEACE.

Emperor William Explains It.The King
Out of Danger.Other Foreign News.

Bcrlix. Jan. 13..Hon. von Levetzow. presi¬
dent of the reichstag, reported to that body to¬
day that the emperor yesterday in receiving the
presidential bureau said it afforded him great
pleasure and satisfaction that the general
political sitnation appeared to folly
assure the world's peace. It is announced that
his majesty said that in order to preserve
peace it waa necessary that Germany, in view
of her geogarpbical position, should not fail to
maintain her military armaments in the high¬
est state of efficiency and to provide incessantly
for the army and navy.

THE CAPTIVE APACHES.

Secretary Proctor Favors Putting Ge-
roninto and His Band on a Reservation.

Secretary Proctor has for several months
been giving earnest consideration to the ameli¬
oration of the condition of the Apache pris¬
oners of war at Ml Vernon Barracks, Ala.,
since Oeronimo and hia band aurrendcrod to
Gi n. Miles. Today he submitted his conclusions
to the President in two alternative suggestions,
one the purchase of a tract of land in the
mountainous region of western North Caro¬
lina or one of the adjacent states, the ether that
the consent of Congress be requested fortheir
transfer to some point in the Indian territory,
proposing, if such transfer be authorized, to
locate them at FoTt t^ill, temporarily, with a
view to their final settlement on the Kiowa.
Comanche and Apache reservations, if satis¬
factory negotiations can be consummated with
those confederated tribes. The latter sugges¬
tion has the approval of the Secretary of War
and he recommends its adoption.
IN HARJIONT WITH THE VIEWS OT an. CROOK.
This is in harmony with the views of Major

General Crook and Lieut. Guy Howard, who,
under the instruotiods of the Secretary of War
have recently visited the prisoners.
The band now numbera 460. Two
are in confinement at Governor's Island,
70 at the Carlisle school and 30U women and
children and 79 men are at Mt Vernon. Thirty
of these men only are able-bodied, 25 are able
to do more or less work and the rest are old or
crippled.
Not all of them were hostile, some of them

having been in the army as scouts, in which
they rendered valuable and loyal aervice.
Banishment and imprisonment have been their
reward. These Indians have had all desire for
war taken out of them and now only desire a
hoinee in some locality when* the.v can find
a more healthy climute and learn the wavs of
the white man.

DISTRICT tiOVKRNMKNT.
TnE CONDITION of seventh street.

The communication of Mr. O. L. Johnson
Calling the attention of the Commissioners to
the condition of 7th street west between B
north and B south wus referred to Capt. Bus-
sell, who reported today as follows: "The com¬
plaint herewith of Mr. Johnson of the shameful
condition of 7th street wist between B street
north and B street south 1 do not think is well
founded. The old Belgian block pavement
heretofore existing on this street hns been torn
up for sewers, gas mains and for lny-
lug the cable railroad, so that it*
condition was almost that of an unpaved
street. The engineer department has taken upthe who!e surface of the street outside of tho
part for which the street railroad i* responsibleund relaid it. nnd the street is now in .bettercondition than it has been in a long time. The
complaints <hut have been handed in by diffor-
ent parties living on this street refer. I "believe,
entirely to two statement*. First, that this
pavement is not as goyd as that laid on the
portion of 7th street north of Pennsylvania
avenue. The reason for this i* that
the portion of 7th street above
Pennsyl\auia avenue wa* paved with granite
block pavement, tar being used in the joints to
make it a first-class granite block pavement.
The part complained of is an old Belgian block
pavement, aud is relaid with the same blocktf'
and in the same manner that it existed before.
No change could have been made in this pAve-
ment without greatly increasing tho expense,
and it would be a question for Congress to de¬
termine whether they would appropriate for
such a change. The second complaint ia

j thut the covering over the granite block pave-
nient of earth cause* the street to be muddy in
wet weather and dusty in dry weather. This
ktate of affairs must be borne by the peopleuntil this earth has had a chance to wOrk well
into the joints of the Belgian block pavement.
For the above resous I think that no complaint
is just on this pavement."

Mild Weather.

Flower* ua total
blooming in park* and public gardens. Mr. J.
G. Judd ot tha Arm of Judd * Detweiler ea-
hibitad this morning a sprig of Narcissus ia
bloom which he bad plucked ia bia garden.
Mr. J. 3. Hurley wrota today to Tu Stab aa

follow*: "On tba 15th of December laat I ohm
npon the only flower then ia blossom. Stelloria
madia (cbiokweed).ia a little ran on tba out-
.kirta of tba eity. Tba next Sunday, December
22,1 found in addition two otber flower* ia
bloom.Draba verna (whitlow grata) and Tar**-
aeura Dens-leoni* (dandelion). On the two
succeeding Sunday*. December 29 and January
5, 1 found in addition to the above the follow-
lng flower* in full bloom, tu: Houstoma ceru¬
le* (hlnets), Cer*stiun Tiecoeum (mouse a*r
chickweed), Capeell* bursa-pastoris (shep¬
herd's purse) and Viola cucullota. Yesterday
(January 12) I collected two additional species,
Ainu* serrulota < alder) and the beautiful and
delicate Anemone hepatica (liver leaf), of whichI secured sis good specimens, making a total of
nine apecies found in blossom in midwinter.
that is, from December 15, 1889. to January 12,
1890.certainly, I think, a most remarkable
showing. Of course the botanists of this city
will readily recognize that some of the above-
named flowers, and especially the three first
mentioned, are not, strictly speaking, vernal
plants, and have been known to flower in witt¬
ier before, but I think I am safe in saying tb*t
never before have so many species been found
in blossom *t this time of year. If I am
wrong in my conclusions I should lik* to h**r
from some botanist on this point"
Mr. John Hadley Doyle write* to Tb* Rta*

*s follow*; "As your columns have lately
chronicled several strange freak* of this win¬
ter season.the finding of arbutus, violet*,
buttercups. Ac..I take the liberty of inform¬
ing you of a rather curious find of mine while
out walking yesterday. Just beyond the home
of Prof. Friaby, on Congress street, George¬
town, 1 plucked two fully-developed field daisies
growing on tha terrace, while on the pavement
were two very large black caterpillars, orawliug
around a* if it were midsummt r. These strange
objects for tho 12th of January to my mind
outdo the growing of plants as fur as freak*
are concerned."

THE PURCELL8 SHOW THEIR GRIT.
Miss Puroell Denies the Charge* Against

Her Emphatically.
*» an interview in the Philadelphi* Timet

David Purcell. brother of the young woman

charged with the murder of Mrs. Kniffen at
Trenton, says:
"We will sell our farms and use every cent

we h*ve in the world, if nucessary, in order to
prove her innocence."
"Yet," interrupted his younger brother. Wm.

Purcell, with a sudden outburst of feeling, "if
we have to use the pick and shovel on yonder
railroad to do it"
"What is your theory of the murder?"
"¦Kiat of burglary," was the answer of David.
"Have you any evidence to substantiate such

* belief?"'
"We have. We have conclusive evidence of

it We have traced them into the bouse. We
have found that the shutters over the refriger¬
ator have been forced open and the eutrance
to have been effected by that way. In the
house wo have traced them to the second floor.
In the sitting room the seat of a chair has been
broken by an attempt to light the gas. This
shows that the man was heavy. The imprintmade in the seat is found to tally with foot¬
prints elsewhere. All the other evidence is
minor details entirely in the knowledge of the
detectives."
"Have you suspicion of any particular men?"
"Yes; wo have fonnd that a negro.and we

have strong evidence as to who he is.was
watching tne outside of the house while the
burglars were at work. We think that we have
the robbers. At any rate the evidence is very
strong against them. We have them spotted
and their movement* watched closely every
hour. A very interesting feature about it is
that they are not professional crooks. They
are not well known in any way."

In an opinion us to the cause of the death of
Mrs. Kniffen Mr. Purcell waul: "1 am a* in¬
clined to believe that she wax as much fright¬
ened to death as to say it was due to the effects
of chloroform. A bold attack in the middle of
the night with no protection will give enough
fright to cause death to any one subject to
heart failure. How do we know then that the
effects of the chloroform did it? It is only con¬
jecture at best"
Miss Purcell was also interviewed and said:
"1 need hardly tell you that the past week

has been one of terrible torture to me. To be
subjected to the gaze of thousands under the
accusation of having murdered a near and dear
cousin is almost too cruel to bear. And then
think what a blow it has been to my aged
mother and brothers and sisters!" she added,her eyes seeming ready to fill with tears.
"You deny the accusation?"
"I do."
The answer was given with frankness. The

face was honest, open and truthful.
"What were your relations with Mr*.

KnifftfU?"
"Myrn and I were more like sisters than

cousins, so close was the boud between us. I
loveJ her as *uch and know thut the love was
leciprocal. There was nothing that 1 would
not do for her, nor was there anything that she
would not do for me. We never quivrreled.
Our natures were thoroughly in accord. She
lhad a lovable disposition and all who knew
her were drawn toward her."
"What have you to say in answer to the

charge of improper intimacy with Dr.
Kniffen?"

"It is false." was the quick, indignant and
emphatic reply. "Huch a charge is groundless.Dr. Kniffcu loved bis wife with all bis heart
The greatest of affection wax shown each toward
the other. Their life was what that of a man
and wifo should be.a model one. Dr. Kniffen
was not an openly affectionate husbaud. He
showed his love toward his wife in manypleasant little acts."
"He quite often walked with yon toward the

plivce where you worked?"
"Yes. it wu* on his way to his stable. After

eating he would often wait for me, saying that
he was Ko.ug to the stables and would accom¬
pany me on my way thut far. This was done
out of politeness and civility. Wouldn't youconsider it rather impolite,'' she asked, with
a smile, "if he had not done bo'^ 1 think youwould.-'

PORTUGAL BACKS DOWN.

She Yield* to England's Strong Pres¬
sure and Provokes Strong Opposition
at Home.

Mr. Glynn Petre, the English minister, on
Saturday imported to Senor Gomes, Portugal's
minister of foreign affairs, England's ultima¬
tum dematidiug the recall of the Portuguese
forces, officials and expedition* of every kind
from the banks of the Shire beyond the conflu¬
ence of the lluo. and south the Zambezi and
from Mashonuland. If Portugal failed to reply
in twenty-four hour* the British legation would
board the Euchautress and await a reply. The
king immediately convened * cabinet counsel
to consider the ultimatum. The government
replied to Minister Glynn Petre that Portugal,
yielding to s#*ng pressure from a power of
the first rank, would order the withdrawal of
the Portuguese from the Shire and Mashona-
lund, while reserving all right to the Portuguese
crown in these territories. It is asserted that
this decision was further influenced by reports
of an intention ou the part of the British to
muke naval demonstrations at Quilliinane,
Delagoa bay. and St Vincent

It is reported that the opposition in the
cortes will make a strong attack on the govern-
meut for its attitude in this matter. A mob,
composed of students and other*, shouting,"Down with the ministry," attacked the British
legation Saturday. They demolished the
escutcheon on the building and emtshed the
windows. The police ware powerless to con¬
trol them. They then broke the windows of
the residences of various members of the min¬
istry, after which they dispersed. It is rn-
i*ored that Senor Gomes, the minister of
fereiga affairs, will resign.
